Thus wr^ is encoded in to encoder 8 isaseriesof stills or signal frames pulled from 
to various streams. Thus, .he packcizanon device asserted to be in to item number 8 m Ftgure 
5 does not independently packed* two moving picture video streams. Instead, if anythmg, ., 
packetizes a series of displaced single frames that cahno. be called moving picture v,deo sfreams 
and no longer have any Same rate. 
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Therefore, reconsideration of the rejection is respectfully requested.
